Imperial   Protestant    Federation 

This  organization  with  which  we  are  identified  continues  In  Its 
work  uniting  all  Protestant  bodies  within  the  British  Empire  into  one 
grand  federation,  so  that  we  may  co-operate  with  each  other  and 
show  a  united  front  whenever  the  religious  liberties  and  freedom  we 
now  enjoy  «ire  molested.

Autonomy    Bills 

These  bills  have  been  so  freely  discussed  In  the  House  of  Commons, 
and  In  public,  that  It  Is  unnecessary  for  me  to  add  anything  to  what  has 
been  already  said  In  condemnation  of  the  educational  clauses  contained 
therein  and  passed  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  forcing  a  Separate 
School  System  upon  the  new  Western  Provinces,  seeking  to  divide  a  truly 
loyal  and  British  colony. 

As  an  association  the  future  prosperity  of  the  Dominion  should  be 
ever  uppermost  In  our  mliids.  Any  system  which  will  cause  separa- 
tion of  the  rising  generation,  be  it  educational  y  otherwise.  Is  a  detri- 
ment to  the  British  Empire,  and  a  kindling  of  hatred  towards  each  other 
which  cannot  but  work  irreparable  Injury  to  any  people  or  nation.  Let 
us  assist  In  S3ndlng  men  to  Parliament  who  are  fearless  of  political 
parties,  or  party  leaders,  men  who  have  been  tested  and  have  only 
the  Interest  and  future  good  of  our  country  at  heart,  men  who  are 
ready  to  do  justice  to  the  people  whom  they  represent,  men  who  will 
defend  the  rlghtu  of  others  and  who  are  willing  to  abolish  the  special 
privilege  system.  Let  our  motto  be.  One  Public  School  System,  bind- 
ing together  the  national   life  of  our   people,  one   flag  and   one   langu-

Wh  1j  there  are  many  suspensions  and  expulsions  reported  each 
year  for  various  causes,  I  tnink  that  in  many  cases  a  good  deal  of 
Irregularities  are  practised  In  the  conducting  of  trials,  where  charges 
are  preferred  against  members  for  violation  of  their  obligation  and  laws. 
During  the  past  year  I  have  felt  that  more  definite  knowledge  should 
oe  given  this  Orand  Lodge,  as  10  how  trials  are  conducted,  whereby 
steps  could  be  taken  by  your  Grand  Lodge  officers  to  protect  members 
against  Illegal  suspension  and  expulsion.  I  strongly  recommend  that 
where  members  are  tried  for  violation  of  obligation  and  laws  that  a 
copy  of  the  charge,  together  with  the  evidence,  be  placed  In  the  hands 
of  the  Grand  Executive,  to  be  reported  on  at  such  annual  session. 

The  Orphanage   Work 

Our  Orphanage  has  again  had  a  full  year  of  prosperity,  and  much 
good  has  been  accomplished  through  this  branch  of  our  work.  The 
number  of  children  rescued  and  protected  In  the  Interest  of 
Protestantism  will  be  reported  through  the  Board  of  Management.  By 
fire  we  sustained  a  heavy  loss  in  the  total  destruction  of  the  tenant 
house  occupied  by  our  caretaker,  but,  fortunately,  the  building  was 
partially  covered  by  Insurance.  The  re-buUdlng  of  this  will  be  a  matter 
for  your  consideration. 

A  moris  systematic  means  of  raising  funds  for  the  carrying  .on  of 
our  Orphanage  work  would  also  be  worthy  of  your  attention.  While 
our  receipts  have  not  been  equal  to  that  of  Ust  year,  there  Is  no  reason 
for  discouragement  or  alarm,  as  this  slight  falling  away  of  receipts 
Is  only  temporary,  and  can  be  traced  to  various  causes.  Upon  a 
thorough  Investigation  these  causes  will  become  apparent  to  all,  and 
with  united  loyalty  and  energy  a  remedy  can  be  provided  by  you  at 
this  meeting  whereby  the  donations  may  be  increased  year  by  year. 
Had  we  reported  a  deficit  in  connection  with  our  child-saving  move- 
ment, I  would  still  urge  upon  you  the  belief  held  by  me  throughout  my 
association  with  you  In  this  work,  that  we  will  never  lack  anything 
needful  for  the  successful  carrying  on  of  this  Christlike  mission. 
Therefore,  with  faith  in  our  Divine  Leader,  let  us  labor  on  with 
unselfish  and  devoted  Interest  to  the  orphan  children  of  our  land,  and 
let  us  continue  to  extend  the  hand  of  asslsta;.^  to  every  child  requiring 
our  care  and   protection. 

General   Support 

A  society  engaged  In  work  of  this  kind,  carrying  true  Christian 
charity  outside  its  own  IKtle  circle  of  membership  and  not  permitting 
selfishness  to  stand  between  us  and  duty  In  the  alleviation  of  suffering 
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The  Stronghold  of  Protestantism 

In  welcoming  you  here,  It  la  my  privilege  to  welcome  you  to  the 
great  stronghold  of  Proteatanttsm  In  Canada.  Toronto  la  our  Belfast. 
It  la  not  only  the  great  rellgloua  centre  of  thla  country,  but  la  faat 
becoming.  If  It  la  not  already,  the  commercial  centre  of  the  Dominion. 
Seldom  do  we  ae«  ao  many  faithful  young  Protestants  assembled  In 
the  tntereata  of  the  cauae  of  truth,  liberty  and  charity,  aa  are  here 
to-day.  I  bid  you  one  and  all  a  hearty  True  Blue  welcome.  To  aome 
of  ua  these  meetlnga  are  no  novelty,  while  othera  are  here  for  the 
flrat  time.  We  dealre  all  to  ahare  freely  in  all  the  buslneaa  coming 
before  ua,  and  to  enjoy  to  their  heart'a  content  the  hoapltallty  of 
thla  grand  body,  the  local  slatera  and  brethren,  and  the  City  of  To- 
ronto. 

In  the  glory  of  to-day  I  dealre  my  fellow-offlcera  to  share.  The  part 
you  played  In  bringing  thla  year  to  a  succeaaful  cloae  la  beat  known 
to  youraelvea,  ahare  with  me  the  plaudlta  of  thla  day,  acan  It  you  will 
the  work  you  have  aaalated  In  accompllahlng.  Thoae  who  have  kept 
atep  with  their  Grand  Maater  In  the  yeara  gone  by  can  look  to-day 
upon  a  record  which  in  Itaelf  speaks  volumes  of  pralae  to  the  whole 
army  of  faithful  onea  who  have  done  their  duty.  William  of  glorloua 
memory  had  his  faithful  officers,  and  so  have  we,  and  were  I  to  single 
out  a  Schomberg  among  them  it  would  be  Bro.  Nicholas  Ingram,  who 
never  lets  go,  but  plunges  on  even  against  the  tides  and  undercurrents 
which  threaten  at  times  to  aweep  ua  off  our  feet.  He  la  here  to-cky 
aa  general  among  generala,  a  man  in  whose  handa  the  interesta  of 
our  aociety  have  been  faithfully  preserved.  We  owe  to  him  a  debt  of 
gratitude  and  our  unwavering  aupport.  Hla  advice  and  counsel  we 
cannot  safely  pass  unnoticed.  He  is  in  a  position  which  gives  him 
experience  that  must  prove  useful  in  planning  the  policy  of  our  Aaao- 
clation.  His  devotion  to  the  cause,  his  ability  In  the  office  he  occupies 
none  can  questioi  He  has  proved  himself  a  true  Secretary  of  State 
to  your  Grand  Master  in  the  solving  of  many  knotty  problems  with 
which  the  society  has  successfully  contended. 

A  parting  word  to  yea  comes  from  the  fulness  of  my  heart.  For  no 
less  than  five  years  In  succession  you  have  chosen  me  as  your  Grand 
Maater.  The  ties  that  bind  me  to  you  through  this  office  are  very 
♦rnder,  yet  strong.  My  whole  energy  and  best  part  of  time  during 
.ose  years  unreservedly  have  been  applied  to  the  cause  which  you 
entrusted  to  me.  Had  I  relied  upon  my  own  Judgment  and  legislated 
according  to  my  own  fancies,  the  years  of  success  through  which  we 
have  passed  could  not  be  the  record  of  to-day.  The  unseen  hand  of  Him 
In  whom  we  truated  was  with  ue.  The  advice  of  other  officers  and  the 
popular  voice  of  the  marching  column  were  heeded.  The  True  Blue 
Society  first,  its  success  and  stability,  was  my  motto.  Had  it  been 
othetwise  I  would  not  have  been  worthy  of  my  trust,  nor  is  any 
brother  who  would  sacrifice  the  Order  or  lessen  its  standing  worthy 
O'  the  position  of  Grand  Master.  I  shall  ever  look  back  upon  the  days 
Rpent  In  this  office  with  no  small  degree  of  pride  and  with  a  sense  of 
satisfaction.  To  be  your  unanimous  choice  year  after  year  to  the 
highest  office  is  something  which  should  fill  anj-  heart  with  joy.  But 
dearer  to  me  than  office  or  honor  is  the  welfare  of  the  True  Blue  As- 
sociation and  the  permanency  of  our  Orphanage  at  Picton.  Anything 
that  would  tend  to  weaken  us  in  this  regard  would  be  to  me  a  source

with  us  tor  the  first  time. 

During  those  years  we  have  seen  many  of  our  fellow-travelers  fall 
by  the  wayside  and  we  are  lert  to  carry  on  their  unrinished  work.  How 
rar  have  we  succeeded  In  this  Inherited  task?  Have  we  been  faithful 
In  our  endeavors  to  carry  to  a  successful  Issue  the  great  work  left  to 
our   charge  7 

These  are  questions  that  each  and  everyone  of  us  should  pause  and 
consider  carefully  and  well.  U  we  )iave  not  been  successful  In  accom- 
plishing what  was  Justly  expected  of  us,  then,  sisters  and  brethren.  It 
behoovea  us  to  be  up  and  doing,  as  the  time  Is  drawing  near  when  our 
parts  In  this  great  drama  of  life  will  end,  and  we  will   be  laid  aside. 

Ours  have  been  Uvea  of  great  possibilities.  What  better  or  greater 
chances  to  Improve  and  uplift  our  fellowman  could  we  desire.  True 
Bluelsm  has  been  entrusted  to  our  care  by  those  who  have  fought 
the  good  tight  of  faith  and  have  gone  on  before.  The  destitute  orphans 
have  been  placed  under  our  charge  by  the  great  Grand  Master,  who  has 
commanded  us  to  feed  his  lambs.  Did  we  but  realize  the  great  respon- 
sibilities placed  upon  us  we  would  go  to  work  with  more  earnestness  and 
with  a  zeal  worthy  of  those  whose  memories  we  cherish. 

Our   Orphanage 

I  am  pleased  lo  report  another  successful  year  of  progress  In  this 
all-lnportant   work. 

Twpnty-nlne  young  lives  have  been  inarfe  brighter  by  being  admit- 
ted within  our  Home.  Twenty-nine  mere  little  lambs  have  been  fed  and 
clothed  within  our  doora,  and  lessons  to  properly  fit  them  for  the 
struggles  of  life  have  been  commenced,  which,  when  complete,  will 
lay   the   foundations   for    lives   of  future  usefulness. 

Fifteen  children  have  been  placed  In  good  Christian  homes,  while 
ten  others  have  been  returned  to  relatives.  Two  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  little  ones  have  been  made  welcome  In  our  Home  since  Its  In- 
auguration. 

The  books  of  your  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  In  reference  to  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  In  connection  with  this  branch  of  our  work, 
have  been  carefully  audited,  and  a  Btatement  prepared,  which  will  be 
placed  before  you  In  printed  form.  Prom  It  you  will  gather  'ik  t  our 
Orphanage  Is  on  a  firm  flnaaclal  foundation.  Tour-  Officers  and  ,?oard 
of  Management  have  one  great  desire,  and  that  Is  to  see  the  remainder 
of  the  mortgage  paid  off.  so  that  we  may  look  upon  that  magnificent 
structure  as  belonging  entirely  to  the  Loyal  True  Blue  Association. 
Th'.B  task  of  raising  the  required  $8,500  may  seem  Insurmountable  to 
somt,  but  when  we  consider  the  great  obstacles  that  have  been  over- 
come In  the  past,  and  the  fact  that,  that  faithful  and  energetic  little 
band  of  fello^v- workers  at  Picton.year  after  year,  raise  between  ive 
and  aix  hundred  doUars  towardw  thia  worthy  object,  we  should  be 
ashamed  to  admit  that  our  Home  Is  not  clear  of  debt. 

All  that  Is  required  Is  for  each  and  every  member  to  set  to  work 
In   earnest,    united   with   the   one  object  In  view,  and  within  six  months 
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lodges  will  be  opened.  If  It  la  the  wish  of  this  Grand  Lodge  Bro.  Mc- 
Dougall  win  pay  another  visit  to  our  neighboring  colony  In  the  Interest 
of  our  Association. 

To  Bro.  Daniel  Johnson,  D.  D.  G.  M.  for  Plctou  and  AnnapoUa,  Is  due 
the  credit  of  much  of  the  advancement  made  In  Nova  Scotia,  and  had  It 
not  been  for  the  severe  snow  storms  last  winter,  he  would  have  been 
far    more   successful. 

Owing  to  the  constant  requests  from  many  officers  of  subordinate 
lodges  In  rural  districts  for  an  organizer  to  assist  in  strengthening 
their  ranks,  I  have  approached  Bro.  Johnson  in  regard  to  having  him 
make  a  tour  of  Ontario,  with  the  view  of  assisting  and  building  up  our 
weaker  lodges  and  Instituting  new  ones  where  possible.  Bro.  Johnson 
has  signified  his  willingness  to  take  up  this  work  immediately  provid- 
ing this  Grand  Lodge  so  desires.  We  should  avail  ourselves  of  this 
opportunity  as  good  work  can  certainly  be  done  In  this  Province. 

Funeral  Benefits 

This  branch  of  our  work  is  now  progressing  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner.  The  new  system  as  adopted  by  our  last  Grand  Lodge  is  a  great 
Improvement  on  the  old.  With  the  stated  monthly  assessments,  each 
member  knows  exactly  the  amount  he  is  required  to  pay  during  the 
year,  and  as  a  general  thing,  is  prepared  to  meet  each  payment  prompt- 
ly.   Quite  a  number   are   paying  six  months  assessments  in  advance.

The  assets  amounted  to  J22,357.52,  with  liabilities  of  $27.34.  Sick 
benefits  were  paid  by  subordinate  lodges  to  13  members.  Total  number 
of  weeks'  Illness,  42.  Number  of  members  on  the  Sick  Benefit  Roll,  190. 
Amount  paid  for  sick  benefits,  $89;  for  medical  attendance,  $113.75. 
Amount  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Sick  Benefit  Fund,  $329.66. 

Constitution  and  Laws 

A  number  of  proposed  amendments  and  additions  to  our  constitution 
and  laws  have  been  received  by  your  Secretary,  who  haa  had  them 
printed     and     copies     forwarded  to  all  lodges  for  their  consideration. 

This  Is  a  matter  which  I  believe  Is  being  overdone  in  our  Associa- 
tion. Year  after  year  a  considerable  numbei  of  changes  are  made  to 
our  laws,  many  of  them  very  trivial  while  others  again  aer  Im- 
portant. Still  the  continual  changing  of  our  laws  Is  to  be  regretted, 
as  In  many  cases  they  lead  only  to  confusion,  and  members  are  at  a 
loss  to  know  which  Is  the  official  law.  Especially  Is  this  the  result 
when  members  fall  to  add  the  sheet  of  new  regulations  to  their  book 
of  laws.  During  the  coming  year  another  edition  of  the  Constitution 
and  Laws  will  be  necessary.  It  is,  therefore,  well  to  make  all  changes 
at  this  seaslon  that  will   prove  beneficial. 

Returns 

I  regret  to  state  that  the  returns  for  the  past  term  are  very  Incom- 
plete, as  some  20  lodges  have  not  yet  reported.  This  Is  a  great  Incon- 
venience to  your  secretary,  as  It  Is  Impossible  to  give  your  honorable  body 
as  perfect  a  report  as  I  would  wish.  From  those  to  hand  I  have  complied 
the  following  statistics:  Initiated  704;  Joined  by  certificate  or  transfer. 
41 ;  reins-  ited,  43 ;  withdrawn  by  certificate  or  transfer,  113 ;  suspended. 
762-  expelled.  10;  deaths.  15;  rejected.  11. 

Printing 

The  usual   number   of   copies  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Reports   of  our 
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In  contemplating  the  life  of  our  departed  brother,  during  his  offi- 
cial carser,  I  am  forcibly  reminded  of  those  well  known  lines  by  Long- 
fellow : 

"Livea  of  great  men  all  remind  us 
We  can   make  our  Uvp     sublime.

Footprints  on   the  sands   of   time; 
Footprints  that   perhaps   another.

In  closing  I  desire  to  convey  my  sincere  thanks  to  my  fellow  offi- 
cers and  members  not  only  of  th's  Grand  Lodge,  but  of  all  lodges 
throughout  our  Jurisdiction,  for  tue  kindness  and  courtesy  shown  me 
throughout  all  my  term  of  office  and  for  the  confidence  expressed  in  me 
year  after  year. 

I  desire  to  express  my  personal  gratitude  to  the  local  Board  at  Pic- 
lon,  for  the  zealous  manner  in  which  they  have  labored  in  behalf  of 
our  Orphanage. 

Many  of  our  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  and  other  officers  are 
worthy  our  highest  commendation  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  entrusted  to  them. 

To  Bro.  James  Worrell,  our  much  respected  and  highly  esteemed 
Grand  Master,  is  due  more  than  mere  words  of  thanks.  He  has  been 
self-sacrlflclng  in  his  efforts  to  carry  out  the  honorable  trust  placed  in 
him.  His  every  ambition  has  been  the  advancement  of  our  work.  Devo- 
tion to  our  Orphanage  and  honesty  of  heart  has  marked  his  every  ef- 
fort. No  matter  how  difficult  the  task,  he  was  ever  willing  to  do  his 
duty.  To  Bro.  Worrell  juatly  belongs  much  of  the  credit  for  the 
excellent  success  of  our  Orphanage.  It  has  been  an  extreme  pleasure 
to  me  to  have  been  so  closely  associated  officially  for  the  past 
five  years  with  such     a    sincere  and  ardent  worker. 

Now,  sisters  and  brethren,  I  leave  you  to  faithfully  carry  on  the 
work  for  which  we  are  convened,  with  the  sincere  desire  that  what  we 
do  will  be  done  in  the  bonds  of  fidelity  toward  one  another,  and  that 
when  we  return  to  our  distant  homes  we  will  carry  away  with  us 
nothing  but  the  fondest  and  most  affectionate  recollections  of  good- 
will  toward   each  other. 

With  tre  sincere  desire  that  the  ties  of  True  Bluelsm  will  be  the 
more  firmly  cemented  by  our  deliberations  here  in  the  Queen  City.

Association,  Sisters  and  Brethren-It  Is  with  pleasure  and  a  cerUln 
amount  of  pride  that  I  endeavor  to  give  a  report  of  this  newly  formed 
Dlatrlct  as   District   Deputy   Grand  Master. 

By  virtue  of  the  correspondence  received  from  Newfoundland,  ask- 
ing for  Information  In  regard  to  organizing  Loyal  True  Blue  Lodges, 
the  Most  vrorshlpful  Grand  Master  asked  me  to  accept  the  office  of 
District  Leputy,  which  I  did.  I  left  home  on  April  18th  for  a  trip 
through  the  colony.  I  held  two  meetings  In  St.  John's,  and  one  meet- 
ing in  each  of  the  following  places: -Clarke's  Beach,  Bay  Roberts, 
Spaniard's  Bay,  Harbour  Grace,  Carbonnear,  Victoria  Village  and 
Freshwater.  The  attendance  at  these  places  was  very  good,  consider- 
ing a  great  number  had  gone  to  the  fisheries,  and  the  rest  were 
preparing  to   leave. 

Arrangements  had  bein  made  to  forward  supplies  tor  organizing  six 
lodges  but  on  account  of  blockades  on  the  railway.  Ice  In  the  Gulf 
of  St  Lawrence,  and  other  obstacles  going  so  far,  tie  supplies  did  not 
reach  me  until  I  left  for  home,  so  that  I  could  not  complete  organiza- 
tion One  lodge  was  organized  at  Bay  of  Islands,  "Britannia,"  with 
Bro  A  L  Barrett  as  W.  M.,  and  one  at  Robinson's  Head,  "Ascension," 
with  Bro.  Abrani  Tilly  as  W.  M.  These  two  lodges  show  that  they  are 
to  be  good,  energetic  lodges.  I  also  had  under  way  a  odge  at  Bay 
Roberts  and  Carbonnear,  and  good  prospects  for  CUrke's  Beach  and 
Harbour  Grace,  but  the  people  had  to  leave  home  to  go  to  the  fishing 
and  then   nothing   could   be  done  until  they   returned   In  October. 

Now,  a»  the  work  has  been  fairly  begun,  and  there  Is  a  large 
area  to  drs.w  from,  and  one  of  the  most  Protestant  places  to  be 
found,  and  will  also  be  a  great  strength  to  the  Association ;  it  Is  our 
duty  to  see  the  work  put  on  good  footing,  when  the  people  of  New- 
foundUnd  will  then  take  hold  of  their  own  work  and  carry  It  out. 

It  Is  my  Intention,  if  at  all  possible,  to  make  a  trip  down  that 
way  this  fall,  sometime  In  OHober,  to  complete  the  work  I  feel  I  have 
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I  rtcret  that  I  have  not  b««n  able  to  orgtalM  any  new  lodfM,  but 
I  have  been  requested  to  make  an  effort  to  organize  a  iodfe  at  Mente, 
where,  I  am  Informed  there  Is  plenty  of  material  to  make  a  food 
lodfe.

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On  motion  a  few  slight  changes  were  made  after  which  the 
Secretary  of  Committee  read  the  following  report : 

Victoria  Hall,    Toronto     Ont.     August    80th,    1906. 
To  the  Moat  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Loyal  True  Blue  Association,  now  assembled:— 

Most  Worshipful  Sir,  Staters  and  Brethren— We,  your  Committee  on 
Correspondence,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows:— 

Having  reviewed  the  address  of  our  Grand  Master,  your  committee  de- 
sire to  congratulate  him  upon  Its  v-ry  elaborate  and  exhaustive  compo- 
sition, covering  all  points  of  Interest  to  our  Association.  We  regret 
to  notice  that  under  the  caption  of  Autonomy  Bills  our  Grand  Master 
forgot  to  mention  the  names  of  those  whom  we  think  should  :ave  been 
singled  out  for  special  reference,  because  of  the  stubborn  resistance  (In 
opposition  to  party  dlcUtlon)  offer«»d  on  the  floor  of  our  Parliament  In 
opposing  the  attempts  to  Romania  j  the  Western  Provinces  of  our  Fair 
Dominion.  We  refer  to  Bro.  Dr.  T.  S.  Sproulc.  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  and  Sovereign  of  the  Loyal  Orange  Association  of  British  North 
America,  and  Wm.  F.  McLean,  M   P.,  for  South  York. 

Under  the  caption  of  Suspension  and  Expulsion  we  find  a  recommen- 
dation that  evidence  of  trials  be  placed  in  the  nands  of  the  Grand 
Executive  to  be  reported  at  each  annual  session.  Tour  committee  re- 
gret that  they  cannot  concurr  In  said  recommendation  while  our  con- 
stitution grants  ail  members  the  right  of  appeal  to  this  Grand  Body. 

We  regret  to  notice  in  his  address  that  the  receipts  of  our  Orphan- 
age have  not  been  as  great  as  in  former  years  and  would  urge  the 
adoption  by  all  lodges  of  the  recommendation  made;  that  a  system 
for  raising  funds  be  at  once  instituted. 

A  fitting  tribute  to  our  late  Champion,  Bro.  E.  P.  Clarke  and  his 
reference  to  the  Orange  Sentinel  we   desire   to  commend. 

Grand  Secretary's  Report— Your  committee  desires  to  congratulate 
our  Grand  Secretary  on  his  works  of  fifteen  years'  duration.  Tour  com- 
mittee desire  to  concur  with  him  In  his  recommendation  that  the  care- 
taker's house,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire,  should  be  re-built  as  soon 
as  possible.  We  are  pleased  to  note  the  healthy  condition  of  our 
Funeral  Benefit  as  outlined  In  his  report,  and  we  would  urge  that  the 
members,  as  far  as  possible,  pay  to  the  Grand  Secretary  at  least  six 
months'  funeral  benefit  call  at  the  beginning  of  each  half  year  in 
advance,  as  by  so  doing  they  will  greatly  lessen  his  work  and  add  to 
the  stability   of  the  fund. 

We  would  urge  upon  the  members  present  to  assist  our  Grand  Sec- 
retary, as  far  as  possible,  in  wiping  away  the  great  Inconvenience 
caused  that  officer  by  the  incomplete  manner  In  which  some  of  the 
lodges  make  their  returns. 

D.  D.  G.  M.'S— While  we  are  pleased  to  note  the  increased  pros- 
perity of  our  Association  In  a  great  number  of  our  districts,  we  regret 
the  falling  off  at  other  points.  If,  aa  outlined  in  the  report  of 
tho  D    D.   G.   M.,  of  West  Tork.  the  cause  emanates  from  the  assess- 
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menu  Of  last  year  to  the  Death  Benefit  Funds,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
t^t  the  nw^Uy  of  the  assessment  waa  not  thoroughly  explaned  and 
w^uld  urgVuiat  all  lodges  Interview  those  members  and  point  out  to 
thr.  .  the  fact  that  It  was  done  for  no  other  purpose  than  the  Insuring 
to  them  of  their  Just  portion. 

The  payment  of  the  benefits  direct  Into  the  Grand  Secretary  should 
not  b"  permitted  period  of  longer  than  six  months,  wh*".  "/^\''^^"^ 
of  tl»t  time  the  lodge  to  which  the  member  belongs  has  not  met,  then 
^ld^embe?s  shall  ti  permitted  to  affiliate  with  some  other  lodge,  as 
provided   for   In  the  constitution. 

The  recommendation  of  Bro.  Thoe.  Johnston,  of  North  Victoria,  on 
Insurance  yo^^commlttee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  matter  requires 
Careful    study    and   wouK'   recommend  that  the  entire  matter  be  refer-

Blue  Association,  now  In  session   assembled:— 

Once  more  we  are  gathered  together  In  annual  session  and  we  arfl 
pleased  to  have  the  privilege  of  pre«ntlng  to  you  our  annual  report 
In  dXg  80  we  acknowledge,  with  great  gratitude,  the  exemption  of 
any  epidemic  among  the  children  during  Uxe  y^r-J^e  health  of  the 
little  ones  being  exceptionally  good.  And  we  are  thankful  to  say  that 
since  the  Home  was  opened  no  conUglous  disease  has  /«'  f"*"^ 
within  Its  walls,  and  only  one  death  has  occurr^,  and  In  this  case 
the  child   wa3  practically  at  death's  door  at  time  of  admittance. 

We  alao  desire  to  bear  testimony  of  the  great  care  and  interest 
taken  by  the  different  employees  of  the  Institution  In  their  posltlono 
of  trust. 

We  art.  alno  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  we  have  been 
incorporated  by  "he  Ontario  Government  as  a  Children's  Aid  Society  so 
that  for  the  iaturc.  any  child  coming  under  our  protection  which  has 
bwn   neglected  for  a  period  of  six    months,    becomes    the   ward    of    the 

^"oirlngthe  past  twelve  months  twenty-nine  of  Christ's  little  ones 
have  received  shelter.  Fifteen  have  been  placed  In  good  Protestant 
h^mesrelnce  the  Home  was  opened  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  chil- 
dren have   been  protected  and  cared  for. 

We  regret  to  find  that  the  past  year  has  not  been  as  BUCceMful 
financially  aa  the  previous  one,  and  would  strongly  urge  upon  each 
Kvlduil  'number  th3  great  duty  devolving  upon  them  ^o  "ot  rest 
until  the  mortgage  now  resting  upon  our  Home  Is  paid.  We  firmly 
believe  It  quite  po^ible  if  each  member  present  to-day  w'U  pledge 
themselves  to  work  We  can  have  a  public  thanksgiving  service  at 
nexT  Grind  LSaSeaslon,  by  burning  the  mortgage  now  standing 
against  th3  Home. 

We  regret  to  report  the  loas  by  tire,  of  the  caretakers  residence 
at  The  Orphanage.'  on  the  morning  of  ^^"""y  2"^.^  last  vjlch 
was  valued  at  $600.00.  There  was  an  insurance  o£  J200.0e.  ,  .le  c?'i^  o. 
the  fire  '.3  unknown. 
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The   following   improvements  have   been    made  during  the   year:  — 
A    new    Giiiney  Steel  Range  has   been    supplied   tor   the   kitchen   of 
the  Home,  which  is  capable  of  supplying   the    requlremenis  of    a   much 
larger  Institution,  and  destined  wo  believe  to  last  for  all  time  to  come. 
The  cost    was  1197.00. 

A  well,  to  supply  pure  drinking  water  to  the  Home,  haa  beer,  pro- 
vided at  a  co.»t  of  about  16000.  There  being  no  outside  water  supply 
on  the  groundj  It  will  be  most  convenient  for  public  use  and  plc-nlc 
parties. 

The  dock.  In  front  of  Orphanage,  Is  now  being  put  In  a  permanent 
condition  by  piling,  at  an  outside  coat  of  $150.00.  and  will  be  strong 
enough   for   the  largest  steamers  to  land. 

By  a  vote  of  the  General  Board  the  school  teachers  salary  was 
raised  from  J200.00  to  »250.00,  and  took   effect   January   Ist.   1905.
